THE ENTIRE SITUATION SUB- 


MITTED TO CONGRESS. 


"While Congress Deliberates Fight- 


ing Begins. 4 Americans Killed 


and 21 Wounded. 


President "\V51sou on Monday. April 


20th. presented in person a message 
to Cougress ou Mexican situation, say- 
Ing: 


"It is my duty io call your attention 


to a situation which has arisen in our 
dealings -with General Yictoriano Hu- 
erta, at Mexico City which, calls for 
notion, and to ask your advice and co- 
operation in acting- upon it. 


"Ou the ninth of April a paymaster 


of the United States Ship Dolphin 
landed at Iturbide bridge landing at 
Tampico with a whale boat and boat's 
crew to take off certain supplies need- 
ed by his ship and while engaged in 
loading the boat was arrested by an 
officer and squad ol men of the army 
of General Huerta. 


''Xeitber the paymaster nor any one 


of the boat's crew was armed. Two of 
the men were in the boat when the 
arrest took place and were obliged, to 
leave it and submit to be taken into 
custody, notwithstanding: the fact that 
Ihe boat carried, both at her bow and 
at her stern, the flag of the United 
States. 


''The officer who made ;iie arrest 


was proceeding up one of the streets 
of the town with his prisoners when 
Diet by an officer of hi slier authority _ 
who ordered him to return to ihe land- 
ing and await orders and within an 
hour and a naif from the time of the 
arrest orders were received from the 
commander of the Hueriista forces at 
Tampico for the release of the pay- 
master and his men.

"The release was followed by apolo- 


gies from the commander and later by 
an expression 
of re-sret by General 


Huerta himself. General Huerta urg- 
ed that martial law obtained at the 
time at Tampic-o: that orders had been 
JSMJMl that no one should "02 allowed 
TO land at the Uurbide bridge; and 
that our sailors had no right to land 
there. Our naval commander' at the 
port had not been notified of any'soch 
prohibition, and. even if they 
had 


been, the only justifiable course open 
to the- local authorities would have 
been to rvrquest the paymaster and his 
rrew to withdraw and to lodge a pro- 
test with commanding: o nicer of the 
fleet. Admiral Mayo regarded the ar- 
rest as so serious au affront thru lie 
was not satisfied with the apologies 
offered but demanded that the flag- of 
the United States be saluted with spe- 
cial ceremony by the military com- 
mander of the port. 


T\YO ARRESTED OX BOAT. 


'•The incident cannot be regarded 


as a trivial one. especially as two of 
the men arrested were taken from the 
boat itself—that is to say. from the 
territory of the United States: but had 
it stood by itself, it might have been 
attributed to the ignorance or arro- 
gance of a single officer. 
Unfortu- 


nately, it was not &n isolated case. A 
series of incidents have recently oc- 
curred which cannot but create the im- 
pression that the representatives of 
General Huerta were willing to go out 
of their way to show disregard for the 
dignity and rights of this government 
and felt perfectly safe in doing what 
they pleased, making free to show in 
many ways their irritation and con- 
tempt. 


"A few days after the incident at 


Tampico an orderly from the U. S. S. 
Minnesota was arrested at Yera Cruz 
while ashore in uniform to obtain the 
ship's mail and was for a time thrown 
into jail. An 
official dispatch 
from 


this government to its embassy at 
Mexico City was withheld by the au- 
thorities of the telegraphic service un- 
til peremptorily demanded by our 
Charge d* Affaires in person. So far 
:is T can learn, such wrongs and annoy- 
ances have been suffered to occur only 
against representative? of the United 
States. T have heard of no complaints 
from other governments of similar 
treatment.

"Within, the last few years, as the 


•work of the United States geological 
survey has given geologists a larger 
Knowledge of the rocks of the TnitecL' 
States, a new- sort of geography has. 
sprung up — fossil geography. In this-- 
new geography the lands and seas of- 
the remote past are mapped in their - 
true form, and by means of these - 
maps one may follow the development; 
of the American continent and trace 
Its many changes of land and water 
from age to age. It may seem scarce- 
ly possible to map these ancient lands
